myſteries; and do not indulge a buſy curioſity, 
in bold and unprofitable inquiries concerning 
them, for this is one way to damp a godly zeal, 


and to perplex thy mind with intricate and end- 


leſs doubts. | | | 
2. Happy is that meckneſs and poverty of ſpi-

rit, which induſtriouſly declines the rugged 


thorny 


> 
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thorny paths of controverſy and captious di- 
putes; and walks in the plain ſmooth way of 
duty and practical religion; which ſtudies God $ 
commands, and labours to underſtand things of 
a ſize with its own capacity, without troubling it- 
ſelf about his doings and decrees. 
3. Too many inſtances there are of daring 
men, who, by preſuming to found the deep 
things of religion, have cavilled and argued them- 
ſelves out of all religion. Theſe men miſtake. 
their buſineſs: for the thing required of a Chril- 
tian, 1s not penetration, and ſubtilty of wit, nice 
diſtinction, or ſublime notions, but victorious 
faith, and an honeſt holy life; ſobriety, and 
temperance, and chaſtity, juſtice and charity, 
piety and devotion. 

4. Theſe doubts are not always ſinful, nor al- 
ways from themſelves, but frequently owing to 
the temptations of the devil, and induſtriouſſy 
ſcattered by him, with wicked artifice and mali- 
cious deſign. Be not therefore too anxious upon 
theſe occaſions. Trouble not thyſelf to argue 
nicely, nor employ thy thoughts upon the mat- 
ter, nor hold thyſelf concerned to be able to an- 
fwer every cavil, which he puts into thy head: 
but keep cloſe to ſcripture, and do thy duty; and 
the enemy will ſoon retreat when he finds thee 
neglett his attempts. 

; Think not theſe inward dar e a ſign 
chat thou art forſaken of God. They are rather 
on the contrary, a mark of grace. God ſuffers 
them to exerciſe thy patience, to try thy con- 
ſtancy, to promote thy ſpiritual advantage.
